THE ARMY AND NAVY CLUB. 


Tue officers of the Army and Navy Club, New York, 
are making an earnest effort to enlarge the scope of that 
organization, and make it more useful than it has been 
to the great body of our Army and Navy officers. It 
would certainly seem advisable that we should have one 
such organization in this country where the English ser- 
vice has so many, and New York is, all things consid- 
ered, the proper location for it. Ia a circular recently 
issued, the officers of the club say : 


The reasons that could be xssigned for so few of you gentlemen 
havinz come into the club are numerous. The present initiation 
fee of $75 hasd ubtiess deterred many offic: rs in active service 
from becoming mem ‘e's (owi g to the ex gencies of the Service 
requiring them oftentimes to be absent from New York f r 
ye rs.) 

Itis proposed now to change any objectionable features that 
may have heretofore existed, and p esent 0 you as bricfly as pos- 
sible a synopsis of what is sought to be accomplished, dupenling 
much on your influence anu hearty co-opera‘ion to aid in he 
U dertaxing, fecling axsnred that the result when effected will 
amply justify your expectations and reward your efforts. 

iret. It is proposei to secure a honse in a convenient and 
desiranle location, to be fitted up «ith «ll the appoin ments of a 
first-class club—¥ariors, Keading, Smoking, Ca.d, and Billiard 
me. 

A Restaurant will be attached, with Private Dining Rooms, and 
ali the essentials of a first-class Cuisine. The meals, liquors, 
cigars, billiard-, etc., will be furnished by a competent steward at 
what is termed “ club p:ices,” being a liberal discount ou restaur- 
ant and hotel rates.

Accompanying this circular are extracts from letters 
from Lieut.-Gen. Sheridan and Major-Gen. Hancock, of 
the Army, and Admiral Porter, of the Navy, heartily 
commending the project. Gen. Sheridan says: ‘“‘I am 
anxious that it should prove a financial ard social suc- 
cess, as we certainly ought to be able with the good 
material, Volunteer and Regular, that we have at hand 
in this country to establish » Military and Naval club in 
all respects the equal of any here or abroad;” and Gen. 
Hancock: ‘‘I consider the plan proposed practicable, 
and if it should be supported by a sufficient number of 
subscribers, I would willingly give all the assistance 
possible in the way of service, and, as an individual, 
endorse my approval now.” Admiral Porter says: ‘To 
a number of young officers in the Navy it would be a 
benefit and resource if stationed at New York, or while 
visiting the city. The terms of admission put it within 
the power of officers to subscribe. On the whole, I can 
say that I think the project a good one, and I think the 
younger officers of the Navy could be induced to sul- 


scribe.” 








THE BRITISH STANDARDS. 


NEVER more, according to present rules end regula- 
tions, will the historic colors of the English regiments 
be seen on a battle field. They will henceforth take 
position with the reserve ammunition, and the hospital 
and commissariat stores in the rear. 

This change being inevitable, Broad Arrow seeks to 
find what comfort it can in it. It says: ** The genius 
of Utility is, it may be repeated, abroad, and its re- 
quirements are that the balance of advantage must be 
on its side. If, therefore, the sacrifice of life entailed by 
the presence of the colors in the field is greater than it 
need de, Utility declares that they must go, and thee 
can be no doubt that the death of the gallant young 
otticers in Zululand has weighed heavily on Utility’s 
side. In addition to this, one continental nation at least 
has set the example, and, in accoidance with ex- 
perience, the whole world may be trusted speedily to 
follow the German precedent. If there are no colors to 
capture, it is hardly worth while having any to lose, for 
the very intensity of the value placed upon them ren- 
ders it undesirable that they should be jeopardised when 
the enemy is guaranteed against a similar loss. Through- 
out the Revolutionary and Peninsular wars, and, in- 
deed, wherever the British and French troops have 
been opposed, the risk of the former as regards loss of 
colors has always been more than double that of their 
enemies, the French carrying but one eagle to a 
regiment of about 1,500 men; whist with us 
there are two colors to a battalion. This is now 
permanently removed; but the argument adduced 
by the authorities is doubtless that which has most 
operated towards the disinissal of colors from the field. 
The rifle regiments have never had colors, because their 
loose order of formation rendered them an encumbrance 
rather than a rallying-point in action. As the rifle for- 
mation now extends, with very little modification, to 
the whole of the line, the withdrawal of the colors be- 
comes a logical result. It is impossible to censure a 
decision which has so many reasons to recommend it, 
however much we may deplore the loss of lustre which 
it entails. Puvoetic fancy, sentiment, and enthusiasm 
count for much in the stress of battle, and mitigate, if

the cherished emblems, around which many valuable 
‘ones have been lost, and they will estimate lightly what 
they will term the false glamor which inspirited the 
conflict; but if battles must be fought, the means by 
| which they are won can never be despised; and though 
the colors have now been relegated to the depots, they 
have under other circumstances contributed their. full 
share to the successes which generals may organize, but 
cannot always command. 

The Army and Navy Gazette is inconsolable at the 
change. ‘There is to be no more ‘rallying round the 
colors!’ ” it says, ‘‘no more ‘ fighting-for the standard!’ 
On state days, in the piping times of peace, the fresh, 
bright silk is to be uncovered and borue on parades and 
on tield days of show and ceremony, and the names of 
scenes of strife over which they never floated are to be 
added to the roll of splendid feats of arms. May the 
list be long, and may the deeds be bri‘liant, as of yore! 
Amen! But with that prayer there is mingled a sor- 
rowful sigh over the departed memories of our regi- 
mental colors, buried, with so many other associations, 
under ‘ the new system,’ for ever.” 

‘‘A pair of colors” is assigned to each regiment or 
battalion of the line: One, the Queen’s color or union 
jack, charged with one or more of the regimental de- 
vicee; the other, the regimental color. At first each 
infantry regiment bad one color only; afterwards they 
were three, and then, in the reign of Queen Anne, the 
present number was established-—a pair.

Decisions by the Second Compt oller.—The Second Comp- 
troller, W. W. Upton, has rendered the following decisions 


of interest to the Army : 

1st Lieut. Redmond Tally, U.S. A., who had served ss an 
eulisted man and commissioned officer in the Army for a 
period exceeding fifteen years. was mustered out of service 
as @® supernumerary, under the provisions of the 12th sec- 
tion of the act of July 15, 1870, (16 St. 318). Ten vears 
afterwards he was appointed a Ist lieutenant. under authority 
given by an act of Congress, which provided that no pay or 
allowances on account of previous rank or services should Le 
allowed or paid to him, and that all laws prohibiting 
appointments in the Army in such cases should be, and were, 
suspended so far, and so far only, as to his nomination. It 
appears that he accepted his appointment by letter on one 
day, and took the oath of office prescribed by section 1756, 
R. 8., on the next. 

Heid, That he is not entitled to be credited with any time 
served by bim prior to his return to the Army under said act, 
in computing his service for longevity pay. That the act of 
March 3, 1875, (18 St. 497). is not applicable to his case and 
he is under no obligation to refund the year’s pay reseived 
by him when mustered ont under the act of 1870 as afore- 
said; and that he was entitled to pay from the date on 
which he took the oath of office as aforesaid, and not from 
any earlier date. : 

n 1871, Capt. James B. Sinclair, U. 8. A., was discharged 
as a supernumerary under the same Jaw, and drew the year’s 
pay allowed thereby. Within a year he was nominated to 
and confirmed by the Senate as a second lieutenant, and was, 
therefore, notified by the Adjutant-General that his commis- 
sion would not be signed or is-ued until he should have re- 
fanded said year’s pay. Having refunded the same, he was 
appointed a second lieutenant and accepted the appointment. 
Of the amount so refanded, an amount equivalent to the pay 
of a captain for the period during which he was out of Ser- 
vice, at the rate to which he was entitled at time of dis- 
charge, was again paid to him by order of the Secretary of 
War. He applied to the accounting officers for the remain- 
der of the amount refunded. 

Held that, though the officer was not legall7 bound to re- 
fund the year’s pay, it yet appearing that the War Depart- 
ment demanded it, aud he returned it under the mistaken 
view that he was so bound, the payment made by him was a 
voluntary payment by mutual mistake of law, and, hence, 
that there can be no recovery on the ground of a legal right, 
and application should be made to Congress for the relief 
desired. 








Fort Concho, Texas.—This post is thus pleasantly described 
by the wife of one of the officers, Mrs. George H. Palmer, in 
a letter to the Atlas, Monmouth, Ill. : Fort Concho, our 
present home, is bailt upon a hill which -overlooks the 
Concho river. The barracks and officers’ houses are built of 
stone, the latter, two stories, with large entrance halls and 
deep embrasnred windows. The buildings enclose the parade 
ground, which is about twice as large as Monmouth square, 
in the centre of which is the band stand. There are five 
drives in all directions, and this being the headquarters of 
the 10th Cavalry, the horses and the driving is tirst class, 
The regimental band is here, each member a black man, ex- 
c pt the leader, who isa German. To this man is due great 
credit. He has taught them the alphabet of music and 
can now compare them favorably with any band in the 
Army. They certainly play well, While I write, soft tender 
notes from Schubert go wandering away into oblivion. 
When the troops return from their ‘summer tour” in the 
“field” the band (every man mounted on a white horse), 

oes out to escort them in, all in full uniform, their brass 


; footruments glittering in the sun and their inspiring martial 


music echoing ‘over hill and dale.” The Weber and Knabe 


ianos and guitar are araong the officers’ families. On the 
atter instrument the 10th Cavalry has an artist, a young 
lieutenant. His passion for music and bis master perform- 
ance do not stand in the way of his being every inch a 
soldier. Our chaplain is a worker. Aside from his 
church duties he superintends the Sabbath and day schools 
(one for colored children), the hbrary and reading 
and makes himself useful in mavy ways; socially, too, he 
and his family are agreeable acquisitions... . We look 
across the river into the little town called San Angelo, and 
get a glimpse of Mexican iife. As to the town itself, more 
than every other building is a gambling house or saloon, 
There are three good stores, fruit stand, meat market, etc. 
You hear the Mexican language jabbered in the streets and 
see the never-absent shawl of the women tbrown gracefully 
about the head and shoulders. . . . The people here are on 
frieudly terms with the troops and commanding officer, 
Gen. Grierson, of Jacksonville, Illinois, who made the cele- 
brated raid during the war, of which it was said, that 
Solomon, in all bis glory, was not a raid (arrayed) like that.

Fort Thornburgh.—The ney post in Utah in the Depart- 
ment of the Platte is to be named Fort Tiornburgh, iu 
bonor of the late Major Thornburgh, whose untimely fate 
at Milk River is still fresh in our recollection. The post is 
to be located near the junction of White and Green rivera in 
northeastern Utah. ‘The precise location is to be deter- 
mined by the boundaries of the new Ute reservation— 
wainly the old Uintah—which the Indian commission will 





fix. The Omaha Herald says: The commission bas been 
out in that region for sume time, selecting the location for 
the transfer of all the Utes, acccrding to the 'reaty lately 
made in Washington. The place fixed upon by the Interior 
Department is in a rather inaccessible part of the country. 
There are numerous Ludian trails Jeading to it but the loca- 
tion of a wagon road is a difficult thing and now engages 
Gen. Crook’s attention. A route will be decided npon in a 
few days, from some poiut on the Union Pacific Railway. 
A Herald representative learns that the post will be located 
near the Indian reservation, the lines of which the commis- 
sion will fix in a few days. Four companics cf the 6th In- 
fantry, now in camp at Cheyenne, whose destination is the 
site of the new post, will be the first detachment sent in, and 
will doubtless remain at the post during the wiuter. The 
buildings, either temporary or permanent. may be built by 
winter. ‘There is abundant timber withia easy reach and 
good water, and the troops will be enabled to make them- 
selves comfortable in the quarters which they construct. 
They may very hkely erect ‘‘ jackels,” which are log huts, 
chinked and roofed with mud. A saw-mill and other 








machinery is ready to start for the post the moment its site 
and the route are determined. Regarding climate, it may be 
said that the region roundabont the juuction of White and 
Grcen rivers is vigorous, but so dry that the troops will not 
suffer so much from extremes as they would in a more 
bumid climate. Capt. Hay, of Gen. Crook’s staff, spent 
eight mouths’ in that locality, aud while 1he command were 
liviog in tents the thermometer ranged as low as 50 deg. 
below zero. The uveusy Ute, it is considered probable, wil 
go over to the new reservation without the use of any forci- 
ble measures. When be gets there the healthy proximity of 
the fort is counted upon to keep him from straying into the 
war-path. 








Tur Transactions of the American Society of Civil 
Engineers for June contains the report prevented 
to the society by the committee appointed to memorial- 
ize Congress to provide for the employment of civil 
engineers upon Government works. The following’ is 
the form of memorial recommended vy the com- 


mittee: 
To the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
Statzs: 

Your petitioners, citizens of the United States, and civil 
engineers by profession, beg leave to call your attention to 
the fact, that the civil eugineering works nuw carried on by 
the Geveral Government, such as the improvement of harbors 
and rivers, explorations and survevs for the extension of 
agriculture and commerce, etc., slthough they employ in 
positions of responsibility and trust a large numoer of 
civilians, are superintended, with oné or two exceptions, ex- 
clusively by officers of the Corps of Engineers of the Army 
The number of such works ws greater than the number of 
experienced oflicers who cau be detailed to take charge of 
them, in addition to their other duties in the construc.ion 
and maintenance of our national defences. } 
Consequently, most of these works are practically in the 
hands of civilians, although occupying subordinate posi- 
tions, and many of the most experienced civil engineers in 
the country, who are well titted by skill and education to 
take principal charge, are unwilling to accept such positions, 
where neither adequate emolument nor reputation can be 
hoped for. ‘ 

Your petitioners therefore pray that sach legislation may 
be had as shall admit of tue direct employment of civil 
engineers upon Government works in such positions as they 
may be competent to occupy, and shall put the civil and 
military engineers of the United states upon a common 
footing in regard to the execution of national pablic works 
not of a military character. 

The original resolution providing tor tne committe 

called for a memorial asking that civil engineers may be 
placed in full charge of the works of public improve- 


ment carried on at Government expense. It will be 
seen that the committee departed somewhat from their 
instructions, remembering as is stated in their report 
that some of their most prominent colleagues are, or 
have been, military engineers in the sense referred to in 
the memorial, and questioning ‘* whether the society, 
as a body, should commit itself to a line of action 
which might be construed as in the least inimical to 
the professional interests of any of its me ” The 
memorial will be voted on by letter ballot on first 
Wednesday in November.

God grant that we may 
not be compelled to resuri to force, and I do not think we 
shall have to; but the majesty of the law must be upheld, 
and Guiteau, although his Jife is not worth that of a dog, 
must be held safe until he can be brought to trial and exe- 
cuted by the process of Jaw. My men will have their orders, 
and will execute them if commanded todoso. The result 
will be that fifty or one hundred poor fellows may be in the 
position that President Gartield is in to-day; but we can not 
allow such a stain on our escutcheon by permitting Guiteau 
to be taken out of the hands of the authorities. We bave 
got the reputation of being a law-abiding people, and this 
reputation must, of course, be maintained. 1 have seen a 
good bit of mob violence in California, and always after the 
excitement was over the mob was sorry for their act. If 
Guiteau had been lynched at the depot—although I don’t 
suppose he has many friends—people might have said that 
he was merely the weak tool of others more powerful, and 
that be had been sacrificed to shield others. The Jav has 
provided for this case, and the law must bs executed in its 
due course,” ‘Then the public need not be unnecessaiily 
excited ?” ‘‘ They can remaio perfecily calm. We will look 
after our prisoner, and efter them, too.” In denial of a re- 
port that be would connive at the lynching of Guiteau, and 
fire only with blank cartridges, Gen. Ayres said, accordiog to 
the Sunday Herald: “Those who have such ideas will be 
sadly mistaken, aud while I should deeply regret the death 
of a single man in such a cause, yet my orders are impera- 
tive, and as a soldier they wil] be obeyed. Guiteau is a pri. 
soner of the United States Government. He is confined 
within a United States jail. The Constitution and the laws 
gusrantee him a fair trial. This is tl:e capital of the nation, 
the head centre of law and order. The Government has de- 
termined that no mob law shall reign here, and I have beer 
directed to protect the prisoner and the United States pro- 
perty, and you may rest assured it will be done.”

Lancaster, which has for some time been un- 
dergoing repairs at this Navy-yard, is now nearly ready for 
sea, and we assert without fear of successful contradiction 
that she is in as nearly perfect a condition as any Govern- 
ment vessel ever fitted for sea at this yard, or any other ; and 
yet, with all the modern improvements made, the cost of the 
work has been considerably Jess than similar repairs made 
to vessels at other yards. All the work has been done under 
the superintendence of Naval Constructor T. 0. Wilson, who 
has spared no exertion to perfect the ship in every respect 
as a useful vessel of war, and a comfortable and healthful 
home for the officers and seamen who are to remain on board 
of her for the next three years, 

In the matter of ventilation, which is a sort of specialty 
with Mr. Wilson, he can be congratulated that his plans 
have met his own expectations, and surpassed those of all 
others. The blowers used for the circulation of air are from 
the Boston Co.’s works, and several trials made with the ap- 
paratus show that ia less than five minutes the foul air can 
be exhausted from the ship, and fresh air driven through 
every part of her. This, with the Wilson air ports, which 
have been supplied to the ship, will secure a constant and 
abundant supply of pure air. The spaces between the tim- 
bers from the keelsons to the spar deck are utilized as venti 
lators, and pipes are arranged to convey the foul air from the

the store rooms, magazines, shell rooms and

But it is not the otticers only whose comfort 
and convenience has been atiended to, for more than ordi- 
nary care bas been given to the quarters of the mep, who 
will have plenty of space for sleeping, there being room 
enough to sling 450 hammocks. 

The rigging of the ship has been fitted in the most 
thorough manuer, and reflects credit on those having that 
branch of the workin charge; no better work is needed. 
The same may be said of the spar work, which is all that 
could be Cemanded. The bowsprit isso arranged that in 
case of necd it cau be run in, to allow the ram to be used. 
The capstain is fitted to work by steam power, and will be 
used iu heaving up, catting aud fishing the anchors, and 
for other heavy work. A sieam steering aparatus has also 
been put in, aud experiments made with it seem to insure 
its entire succers. 

Chief Engincer Macomb aud his competent assistants have 
reason to be entirely satistied with themselves aud their work. 
At the first starting of the eugines they worked a3 smoothly 
aud evenly as though they had been runniag for months,and 
they are ready for use aod not merely for trial. The ar- 
rangement of the firing and engine rooms is excellent, and 
bese be appreciated by those whose duties call them to either 
place. 

The battery of the Lancaster is arranged on a new design. 
The broadside guns work on‘a railway tastened to the deck 
and so planned that each guu is tained and elevated by a 
single man, and that very quickly. No breeching or side 
tackles are needed, and none are used. The recoil is re- 
gulated by compressors. The eight broadside guos and the 
two pivot guns are eight-inch rifl.s, ‘‘converted” from 
eleven-inch smooth bore Dahigren guns. The only failure 
in the working uf the battery is that there is not quite space 
enough in the ports to allow of extreme elevation ; in all 
other respects it seems a perfect success iu its working. 

‘The operations on this ship, siuce orders were received to 
fit her fur sea, have beeu pushed with unusual rapidity; and 
although several of the attachments for the ship were de- 
layed beyond the stipulated time, she has been gotten ready 
to start on her cruise on the date specified, and is much 
bearer completeners than vessels going into commission or- 
diuarily are. Asa sample of the manuer in which the work 
was pushed we may mention that she was teken into dock, 
her prope!ler, jacket and ram fitted and put on, her bottom 
coppered, and the ship put out of dock, in thirteen days. 
Those who have had charge of the work on this ship, and 
those who have dune the labor, are entitled to the commen- 
dation of the Navy Departmeet, for the ship they have 
turned out will bear comparisun with any in the Navy, as to 
thoronghness of the work aud the rapidity with which it was 
done, the perfection of the fittings aud appliances, and last, 
bu’ uot least, the moderation of the bills.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS 


Tue Cunard Company are fitting their steamship Servia 
with 98 electric lamps. The lamps are to be disposed of in 
the following manner: Engine room, 20; propeller-shaft 
tunnels, 10; grand saloon, 50; music room, 8; ladies 
boudoir, 6; smoking room, 4. The requisite current will be 
obtained from a dynamo-electric machine, driven by a 
special engine. 

Since May last, the coast survey steamer J3lake has run 
lines of soundings across the Gulf Stream from the Straits 
of Florida to Cape Hatteras, at the same time making an ex- 
amination of this great current. The new data obtained 
shows that the Bahama Banks extend in an almost level 
plateau, nearly two hundred miles wide, off the Carolinas, 
and drawing to a point at Cape Hatteras only twenty-five 
mules off shore, there being nearly two thousand fathoms. 
The average depth on the plateau was found to be a little 
over four hundred fathoms. The vessel will remain at 
Providence during the fall for repairs and for the purpose of 
putting the data obtained in shape.—N. Y. Herald.

Capt. Selfridge was holding the wires, in- 
tending, it is said, to allow two ladies who were in his com- 
pany to explode the missile. Just as the boat was leaving 


. the shore a premature explosion took place, blowing out the 


bottom of the boat. The first that Mr. Melcher realized of 
the explosion he found himself waist-deep in the water, 
having gone through the bottom of the boat, and his lower 
limbs partially paralyzed. He soon recovered, and the 
matter was made light of at the time, and would doubtless 
scarcely have been spoken of again had it not been for the 
fearful occurrence of Monday.”

On the 4th of July, Cadet 
Engineer Duvall again left his post of duty, and in the face 
of the special restriction imposed upon him by his command- 
ing officer. He remained absent some thirty-six hours. 

A hearing before the Department has been allowed Cadet 
Engineer Duvall. He admits bis gwilt, and throws himself 
upon the mercy of the Department, promising that it will 
never have cause to regret it if his offeuce be treated with 
lenieucy.

the cadets, and grave offenses like his would be condoned, 
If any such idea has influenced him or others in the Acade- 
my, the Department now gives emphatic notice that such 
expectations will prove delusive, 

Obedience to authority is essential to the service, Anv 
disregard of restraints imposed by the discipline of the 
Academy will not be tolerated. The rules of the Academy 
are plain. The intercession of friends, no matter how influ- 
ential, need nut be counted upon to prevent the execution of 
the penalties of disobedience to orders. If a sense of honor 
and duty prove insufficient to deter cadets from acts of dis- 
obedience and lawlessness, they may rest assured that such 
acts, when committed, will inevitably be visited with punish- 
ment in future. Presisely in the same degree that cadets, 
when they come to be entrusted with authority, will exact a 
rigid obedience to their commands from others inferior in 
rank to themselves, so they are forewarned that they will be 
held to a like obedience of the obligations which the service 
has imposed upon them. 

It were well that parents and others interested in the wel- 
fare of the cadets at the Academy should once for all under- 
stand, that just punishment, duly imposed by lawful authority 
and in proportion to the offenses which cadets may commit 
will in no case be interfered with by the Department. 

Cadet Engineer Duvall, having been absent without leave 
from his post of duty on the first of July, and having been 
placed for that act usder special restriction, and having 
again left his post of dutv ia violation of the restriction under 
which he had been placed, is ordered to be deprived of the 
customary leave given at the terminus of his practice cruise; 
and it is understood that this punishment is not to be deemed 
an expiation of his offence, but that in case he hereafter is 
guilty of any other offence, it may be taken itto account in 
imposing punishment upon him.

Circular No. 19. 

No. T. No enlisted man or enlisted boy in the naval service 
of the United States shall be discharged from such service, 
except for cause, before the expiration of the term of his en- 
listment or engagement. Apmientione for discharge by a party 
himself, or by others in his behalf, must be made to the 
commanding officer of the ship, vessel, station or Navy-yard 
in which the person desiring such discharge may, at the 
time, be serviug; and such officer shall report his recom- 
mendation to the Department for its approval. 

II. No commanding officer is authorized to recommend the 
discharge of any enlisted man or boy upon merely the re- 
quest or entreaty of euch man or boy, his parents, friends, 
relatives or others. Recommendations resting solely upon 
such considerations will be disregarded by the Department. 

IfI. Applications from senators and members of the House 
of Representatives, and others in authority, and from rela- 
tives and friends of persons in the naval service, for the dis- 
charge of any enlisted man or boy will not be acted upon by 
the Department, except after they have been referred to and 
reported upon by the commanding officer or superior in au- 
thority, under whom the person sought to be discharged is 
serving at the time. 

IV. The exigencies of the service, aud the numerous ap- 
plications for discharges daily pouring into the Department, 
render the inflexible observance of these rules necessary.

Revenve Marine Service —Capt. J. A. Henriques, of the 
Revenue Marine bark S. P. Chase, reports his arrival at 
Gardner’s Bay, Long Island, Aug. 26, twenty days from 
Fayal Azores ; all well on board.

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MILITARY SURGERY AND MEDICINE. 
One of the sections of the London International Mili- 
tary Congress was that devoted to military surgery and 
medicine. Its president was Surgeon-General Thomas 
Longmore, and its list of officers includes the names of 
the Directors General of the army and pbavy, thirteen 
other surgeons from the English “army and six from the 
pavy. Papers were zead on ‘‘the Antiseptic Treatment 
of Wounds in the Field,” by Deputy Inspector General 
Lilburve; on ‘‘the Disinfection of Battle Fields,” by 
Dr. G. J. Ennis; on ‘‘the Treatment of Injuries of 
Bloodvesrsels in the Field,” by Dr. F. Esmarch, Professor 
of Surgery at thé University of Kiel; ‘‘on Enteric 
Fever,” by Surgeon Jébn Martin and Surgeon-General 
Maclean, C. B., of the English army; on “the Trans- 
port of Sick and Wounded Troopsin Time of War,” 
bn pe Marinus C. Gori, of the University of Amster- 
‘* Medical and Surgical Notes on South African 
al by Fleet Surgeon H. F. Norbary, ©. B., R. N.; 
on “ Transport of Sick and Wounded in Uncivilized 
Countries, bearing especially on the late Kaffir cam- 
paigns,” by Surgeon R. Vacy Ash, A. M. D. 

These and other papers were introductory to discus- 
sions which followed. The discussion on Dr. Lilburne’s 
paper showed a general acquiescence in the value of the 
antiseptic treatment. Surgeon-General Dr. Beck, of 
the 14th German Army Corps, proposed the use of dry 
carbolised cotton wadding for dressings in the antisep- 
tic treatment of wounds in preference to the spray and 
wet dressings, and mentioned tbat thiz mode of dressing 
had been used with the best results in the garrison 
hospital at Carlsrube, in Baden. 

Dr. Esmarch laid great stress upon complete disinfec- 
tion of the wound, and the use of the elestic bandage 
for the provisional arrest of hemorrhage on the battle- 

field in the case of wounded blood-vessels. All styptics 
should be bavished from the surgeon’s field-case. The 
application of touraiquets was also deprecated as uncer- 

tuin and dangerous; an effectual and permanent 
compression of the limb could be secured by an elastic 

tube, applied, while extended, two or three times round 

the limb. A bandage should be applied before putting 

on the tube. For this no anatomical knowledge was 








rg observations on wounds inflicted by the bullet of 


necessary, and it. could not slip if properiy fastened.

Surgeon-General Thonias Longmore, C. B., made 
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bone wounded by the hardened Martini. Henry was more 
capable of repair than one from av Enfield soft leaden 
As it was important that the long fissured frag- 
ments should be retained in juxtuposition and in their 
normal relations to the fractured bene, such fractures 
should be immobilised from the outset. The arguments 
for this course were then given at length. Dr. Gilbert 
Kirker’s paper, on ‘‘ A Comparison of Cylindro-Conoidal 
and Round Bullet Wounds,” was founded on experience 
gained in the Russo-Turkish war. The opinion tbat 
more tissue injury was caused by rifle bullets than by 
round ones he thought was erroneous. His belief was 
that though cylindro-conoidal bullets produced a greater 
number of wounds, and more of a grave and fatal 
character than the round, yet, other things being equal, 
wounds of the former heal more readily than those of 
the latter. 

One of our own countrymen, Dr. Henry Janes, pre- 
sented a paper on ‘‘ Gun-shot Fractures of tbe Femur,” 
based on the resuits of four hundred and fourteen 
cases treated on the battle-field of Gettysburgh, 
where Dr. Janes had about 14,000 Union and 8,000 
Confederate wounded under bis charge at onetime. Of 
these, 1,800 or 1,900 of the more severe cases were put 
into one hospital, of which be took charge. The results 
obtained justified the conclusion that the rule laid dowg 
by the majority of writers on military surgery, toampu- 
tate in gunshot fractures of the middle and lower two- 
thirds of the femur, may be disregarded with advantage 
in a Jarge proportion of the cases not involving the 
knee-joint, provided the patient can be treated 
near the battle-field. If the knee-joint was im- 
plicated, and generally if the femur were com- 
minuted more than six inches, it was best to 
amputate. If conservation were decided on, alk 
foreign bodies and loose bone should be removed, the 
wounds kept clean, antiseptics used freely, and pus 
prevented burrowing by counter openings. Give plenty 
of fresh air, good food, and stimulants in moderation. 
The patients should not be removed more than 
absolutely necessary, and they would do better in tents 
till a firm union had taken place than in permanent 
hospitals. 

The Naval Service received but scant attention at the 
Congress. The only paper affecting maritime warfare 
was the one read “4 Inspector General John D. Mac- 
donald, M.D., R. N., F.R.S., ‘‘Ou the Best System of 
meeting the Needs of Men Wounded in Action on Board 
Modern Ships of War.” 

The only approach to excitement iu the discussions 
of the Congress, says Broad Arrow—to which we are 
indebted for these facts—‘‘ was in this section, the oc- 
casion being Inspector General Robert Lawson's paper, 
‘On the Influence of the Contagious Diseases Acts on 
the Prevalence of Disease among the Tro»ps serving in 
the United Kirgdom.’ Mr. Lawson is well qualified to 
speak on this subject, having been for thirty-two years 
on active duty as surgeon in the army and for five years 
Inspector General of Military Hospitals. He was the 
most important witness in favor of the acts before the 
recent: Commission, his 2vidence occupying’no less than 
ninety pages of double columns in the Blue Book. The 
weight attached by the Government to his evidence is 
shown by the fact that he- was called twice before the 
Select Committee in’.1879 and four times before it in 
1881. . He brought forward the most conclusive facts. 
nnd statistics to show that, where the acts have been 
applied, they have not only lessened the prevalence of 
all forms of the particular disease aimed at amongst the 
troops, but also among the civil population. In the 
discussion which followed, there was a general approval 
of the author’s conclusions by the military and navab 
surgeons present—who were surely well able to judge 
in such a matter—and the dissentient minority appeared 
to make up for want of arguments by personal insinua- 
tions against the advocates of the acts.” 

The last subject which engazed the attention of the 
section was, ‘‘Insolation or Sunstroke among Troops in 
Quarters or on the Line of March in Tropical Coun- 
tries,” by Sir Joseph Fayrer, K.C.S.1., M.D. 


EXPERIMENTS IN ARTILLERY FIRING. 


Orpnaxce Notes No. 164, now in preparation, will 
contain the report of 1st Lieut. E. L. Zaliaski, 5th 
U. 8. Artillery, of his experiences at Creedmoor aud at 
the Nuticnal Armory at Springfield, Mass., in per 
fecting his method for determiuing wiad allowances, 
T be deductions which Lieut. Zshnski makes from his 
experiments in this direction are about as follows : 

The firing has been improved immensely, both as to 
direction and range. At Fort Monroe, where practice 
was had with heavy guas, the nuaber of targets 
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sqaaro, kept afloat by an anchored raft of barrels. To 
hit and destroy one of these targets in a whole season 
was corsidered remarkable. But this year, to fully 
exemplify the new method, upon a raft bearing a simple 
scantling, a flag was nailed, making the target a barely 
visille point. The second shot destroyed it, and within 
two days two other similar targets were hit and 
destroyed. This was by direct hits, not by shells. The 
firing was with 8-inch converted rifles, 100 pounder 
Parrotts, and 15-inch and 10-inch smooth bores; with 
each the target was hit. With the smooth bores there 
are certain inherent sources of inaccuracies, but even 
with these the chances of success have been very much 
increased. The first fire can be brought either close to 
or directly on the line, the conditions of wind as to 
relative direction and force having been noted. To get 
the direction of the wind accurately, the Creedmoor 
‘* kite” has given the best results, particularly as by it 
are obtained the direction of the currents affecting the 
projectile in the higher portion of the trajectory. 

Lieut. Zalinski hopes to perfect a device by which the 
kite will give not alone the relative direction of the 
wind, but also its force at any in:tant. When there is 
not wind enough to fly a kite, toy balloons will be used. 
He is also noting the effect ou range, of variations of 
barometic conditions, and even now there is ability to 
start out with a closer approximation of the necessary 
elevation than heretofore. The drift is also being 
obtained by a method of differences which will be 
found described in the forthcoming Ordnance Notes. 

In obtaining the drifts it has been considered neces- 
sary heretofore to have a perfectly calm day. By the 
new method of differences the drift may be obtained in 
any weather. Surprising results have been obtained in 
this direction, being larger at long ranges than usually 
imagined. The sequence of this, as alsoof a definite 
knowledge of the large deflections due to wind alone, is 
the need of a sight whereon much larger deflection 
allowances may be made than those nowin use. The 
sight devised by Lieutenant Zalinski last year, and since 
made at Frankford Arsenal, meets this requirement and 
has added to the success of results obtained. The ele- 
vation is given by an independent device (also made at 
Frankford). Lieutenant Zalinski had objected to giving 
the elevation by the line of sight, owing to the errors 
due to refraction, which first attracted his attention 
most strongly at Creedmoor, but which would be of 
even greater moment in long range artillery fire. The 
experieuce of this year has suggested several improve- 
ments in the sights and method of pointing. One 
method, found very accurate, was produced by gradu- 
ating the reat traverse circle of the platform to 3’, 
using simply a pair of dividers, a cold chisel, and bam- 
mer. The gun is sighted by an ordinary fixed breech” 
sight directly upon the target. The deflection allow- 
ance is then given by the trail being traversed the 
desired amount, readings of the same being made by 
means of the traverse circle graduation, and an index 
attached to the chassis. In each instance it-is necessary 
to sight the gun itself, after it is run ‘‘in battery,” 
owing tothe play between the gun carriage and the 
chassis rails. The importance of having the elevation 
and direction given at the same moment has been re- 
coghized, but been objected to owing to the chances of 
error of refraction. A telescopic sight bas been devised, 
however, in which the error of refraction may be 
neutralized, and elevation, direction, and adjustment 
for platform or trunnions being out of the horizontal, is 
done mechanically. The arrangement, too, gives a 
maximum size of graduation with least chance of de- 
rangement. The telescopic sight is as yet ‘‘in posse,” 
but is being made. No doubt experience with the first 
model will suggest improvements of minor details, but 
the principles are doubtless correct.

Major Asa Bird Gardner, J.-A., U. 8. A., has written 
to Col. Corbin giviug an interesting history of Battery 
F, 4th Artillery, Capt. and Bvt. Major J. B. Campbell, 
and repeating his previous recommendation that this 
battery be ordered to fire the national salute on the 
ground at Yorktown. This battery, it appears, was 
organized by the New York Provineial Convention, 
January 6, 1776, and Alexander Hamilton appointed its 
first captain, March 14. It served with distinguished 
credit in the battles of Long Island and White Plains, 
and in the retreat through the Jersies formed part of 
the rear guard, and had a sharp artillery duel across the 
Raritan River at New Bruoswick with the advance 
division of the British, then under Earl Cornwallis. It 
was subsequently at Trenton and Princeton, and in 
January. 1777, went into winter quarters at Morristown, 
N. J: The conduct of this company had particularly 
attracted General Washiigton’s attention, and on the 
1st March, 1777, he promoied Capt. Hamilton to be 
Lieut.-Col. and A. D. C. on his staff, then a distinct 
oftice. 
captain avd subsequently major by brevet, and the 
company trausferred to the continental establishment 
and assigned to the 2d regiment, Col. John Lamb. The 
company was subsequently through all the movements 
of the ‘‘main” Army under Gen. Washington, and at 
Brandywine, Germantown, Valley Forge (in camp), 
Monmouth, Springfield, and siege of Yorktown. 
When the rest of the Continental Army was 
discharged it was specially and alone re- 
tiined in service at West Point, under Major J. 
Doughty, who, when other companies of artillery were 
raised, was on the 20th October, 1876, promoted to be 
major of the artillery battalion, and Ist lieutenant 
Bradford, became its captain. Bradford was killed in 
St. Cluir’s defeat in 1879. Since then the company has 
on three separate «ccasions been subjected t» incorpo- 
ration. Nevertheless it has continued a living unit of 
artillery organization, and has preserved its continuity 
for 105 years, and is much the oldest organization in 
the Army, and the only one of Revolutionary ouigin.

The terrible 
lesson of the risks attending experiments with the new 
methods of warfare will lead to a thorough sifting of 
our present metbods and precautions, but it cannot 
eliminate the personal equation which must be taken 
/account of in any system however perfect. The most 
exact precautions to prevent accident are of no avail 
ualess they are observed, as they should upon all occa- 
sions.

O1LLOWSB : 

The class at the close of their term were engaged in laying 
out mines for the protection of a harbor. The deceased ofti- 
cers were carrying out a torpedo in a small boat when it ex- 
ploded. The class had been previously instructed in all of 
the details of the — and a diagram drawn that each 
one could see how the wires should Jead, and special cautions 
given by the instructor, Lieut.

The torpedo was first to be planted; then, of the two wires, 
one was to be connected to a circuit closing buoy and the 
other to a firiog circuit on shore. They bad been cautioned 
not to make these connections, sfter the lo was 
dropped, until they had come on shore, As a further pre- 
caution, the wire connecting the firing battery with the tor- 
pedo in the electrical building was also disconnected, making 
three breaks, any one of which would make it impossible to 
fire the torpedo, : sah 

It seems that the first torpedo planted by these officers be- 
came leaky, and in taking it up they cut the wires of the old 
torpedo without breaking the shore connections. In plant- 
ing the new torpedo, being in.a hurry, they pulled out and 
took up the wires from the water and connected the torpedo, 
supposing the counection in the electrical buildmg was 
broken.

A pxsrvatcH from Yokohama, Aug. 12, reports the 
arrival at Shanghai, in charge of British officers, of the 
new alphabetical gunboats, the Jota, Kappa, and 
Lambda, Eleven of these vessels have been sent out 
thus far, and two more are to be delivered, or 18 alto- 
gether, built by Sir W. Armstrong and Co. The last two 
are ali improvement on the others, and of them Broad 
Arrow says: ‘‘ The Italian monster ironclads are of 
11,000 tons displacement, and the Jnflezible weighs up 
wards of 10,00 tons, and yet we find a little gun- 
vessel of 1,350 tons ranking but second to them in re- 
gard to the penetrative power of the guns carried. 
There is not an unarmored ship afloat that could cope 
with these little Chinese gun-vessels, With a speed of 
sixteen knots, which could be maintained: for nearly a 
week, and a turning power enabling them to steam io a 
circle of 150 yards radius, these little vessels could 
choose their own range, and while discharging shells at 
a comperatively large target would be themselves prac- 
tically without the range.of the guos with which our:

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Admiralty conception of a fit armament for our largest 
unarmored frigates, such as the Bacchante class, was a 
battery of 64-pounders mounted on truck carriages. 
But here we have an unarmored gun-vessel carrying 
two 26-ton 10-inch breech-loaders, besides other guns, 
and fitted with a steel knife-edged ram. All the ma- 
chinery and magazines are below water, and further 
protected by a steel deck—the vessels are built of steel. 
They are divided into a great number of water-tight 
compartments, and in which coal is stored, and they 
carry enough coal to enable them to steam at a speed of 
eight knots per hour for four weeks continuously—or a 
total distance of rather more than 6,000 miles.” 

Each of these heavy guns commands a nearly all- 
round fire. The charge of the gun is 180 lb. of powder, 
and the weight of projectile 400 lb., the penetrative 
power equal to piercing 18 in. of solid, unbacked iron 
plate. They carry besides, in each, four 40-pounder 
breech-loading guns, two 9-pounder breech loading 
guns, two Nordenfeldts, and four Gatlings, and further- 
more two steam cutters fitted with spar torpedoes. 
Their superior speed and greater range and power of 
artillery would enable them to in some measure cope 
with an iron-clad, since they could ordinarily choose 
their own distance, and from their diminutiveness 
would be very hard to hit; nor would a single shot by 
any means disable them, owing to the under-water and 
other protection given to their vital parts. China 
went to England for her gunboats, but now goes to 
Germany for ironclads of larger types. A shipbuilding 
firm, which had already ore armored corvette for China 
on the stocks, has just received an order fur another of 
the same class. 





One of our correspondents sends us the following 
from the N. Y. Hvening Post, which has made him

We have already published something of Professor 
Pictet’s new theory of the lines of a fast vessel. The 
- London Times correspondent in Switzerland furnishes 
the following additional facts: ‘‘1 have obtained some 
further particulars concerniag Professor Raoul! Pictet’s 
model steamer now in course of construction, with 
which he expects to reach a speed of 40 miles an hour, 
and which will make a trial trip on the lake in November 
next. Her dimensions are—16 metres long and 3.50 
metres wide. When lying at anchor she will draw 33 
centimetres fore and 44 centimetres aft; at full speed 
one centimetre forward and 16 centimetres aft. The 
engine will be placed amid-sbips, from which point to 


plane; the bows are long, tapering, and wedge-shaped. 
Professor Pictet reckons that his invention will lead to 
a great saving of fuel, inasmuch as a steamer built on 
his plan, after being started with say 100-horse power 
may be kept up full speed with an expenditure of force 
equal to 30-horses. The form of the hull, on which 
the maintenance of the ship’s equilibrium will depend, 
cannot be explained without a diagram. Professor 
Pictet. is quite confident in the success of his invention, 
and his scientific previous achievements have been so 
remarkable that many people who cannot follow his 
reasoning have no hesitation in accepting his conclu- 
sions.”

INDIAN AFFAIRS IN NEW MEXICO. 
Hors. Dist. or New Mex., IN tae Frevp,) 
Forr Cummines, Aug. 21, 1881. 5 
Taking a hand car, we reached by it, and an ambu- 
lance, the above place. In reference to the Indian 
fight, it seems the troops were allowed to enter a caiion, 
and from a hill running obliquely to it, the Indians 
formed and poured in a-volley upon them.

Smith, 9th Cavalry, commanding, was shot through the

have got it now, dismount!” The men dismounted, 
firing and retreating in successive lines, occupied a hill, 
from which the Indians tried to dislodge them. The 
fight continued trom 10 a. m. till 3 Pp. ., when the In- 
dians withdrew. The bodies of the dead were re- 
covered. Smith’s body lay on its face, the back and 
arms burnt, sud from his face his nose had been cut, 
also his moustache, which was hung on a bush. 

These are the Indians for whom the Eastern people 
have so much sympathy, and who are nursed and cared 
for by the Interior Department. Smith made two mis- 
takes; he failed to keep his advance guard far enough 
in front, but from the judicious selection of ground by 
the Indians, the troops would have already been en- 
trapped when the Indians were first discovered. His 
second mistake was in not taking into the fight his 
whole command of 44 men, instead of 17, as he did. 
He relied upon some 30 citizens, who, with few excep- 
tions, stampeded. The soldiers fought in the finest 
manner, and, commanded by a sergeant, are deserving 
of great credit. The sergeant who came up with the 
reserve went forward and obtained the dead bodies. 
Some of the horses under the heavy volleys broke away 
from the men, and were secured by the Indians. Mr. 
Geo. Daily, a citizen who was killed, represented a 
larze mining interest of New York City capitalists. 
His body was mutilated by sticks stuck in it. 

Gen. Hatch had anticipated days before this point as 
one to which the Indians would retreat, and had given 
orders accordingly, in a very clear and expressive man- 
ner. Could the troops have only held the Indians for a 
short time, Taylor with his scouts following the trail 
would have been on them. The 9th Cavalry have this 
advantage, they know every pass and trail in the coun- 
try, a knowledge gained by experience, and one which 
would take years for new troops to become acquainted 
with. The Indians will probably follow the trail to 
Mexico, or into some reservation, and the same old 
story of rest, recuperation, and other outbursts when 
least looked for. The citizens of this country are very 
patient in allowing the agency system, as now, to be 
kept up, and some day will stand it no longer.

In 
their flight the Indians have dropped money along their 
trail, as high as $150 having been picked up in various 
places by the troops following.

General Hatch telegraphs from Cummings, on the 25th, 
that Dawson returned that. morning, having followed hostiles 
over Sonora line—trail of a few Indians going across Jor- 
nado, in all probability going to Mescalero Agency. 

Hughes reports, same date : *‘ Can find no hostile Indians 
north of Ojo Calientbe.” Parker is at Soccoro, with orders 
to scout Magdalena Mountains.

The following, dated Cummings, August 26, 1881, 
just received from General Hatch : 


You can hold McKibbin’s company at Santa Fe. If any 
Apaches near Acoma they are not from Modico. Troops 
last mght were near Sonora lire in pursuit of Indians from 
the south, joined by renegade Navajos and Mescaleror. 
Navajos should know whether Apaches are west of Wingate. 
I am driving the principal force of the Indians into Sonora. 
As soon as we can dispose of the Indians who are doing 
most mischief, will attend to bands west. The troops have 
been in action fifteen times, and on every occasion behaved 
handsomely. Companies C and F, with cavalry, left this 
morning. 

Denver, Col., despatches of Aug. 27, are as follows: 
The Tribune's Santa Fe special says two companies 
of the 9th Cavalry, C and F, left here yesterday for Ft. 
Cumminge. They number 100 men and horses, are in 
fine condition, and will take the field at once on arrival 
at Cummings to scout the Black Range and Mirmores 
Mountains. Two other companies, numbering nearly 
100 men, will leave Monday for Fort Craig, and are 
ordered to scout the San Mateos, and another the So- 
corro Mountains, after some hostile Mescalleros, who 
are reported to have killed two miners near Grafton two 
days ago. Nana’s main band, numbering about sixty, 
who crossed the Mexican line into Socorro, are being 
pursued by Dimmick and Taylor’s detachments. Gen. 
Pope will be here the 1st of September, and arrange- 
ments will be made to successfully guard against Indian 
raids and protect life and property. 

The lican’s Santa Fe special says Nana’s bands 
of Apache, after a hard fight fled before the soldiers and 
ae in crossing the Sonora line. The soldiers 
were but five hours behind. Since the campaign be- 
gan the troops have engaged the Indians in fifteen 
fights. The latest accounts say the body of Lieut.

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THE ACCIDENT AT NEWPORT. 

Tue briefest and clearest statement of the sad accident 
which has befallen our torpedo station at Newport is the best. 
Nothing can be added to the impressiveness of the facts 
themselves. In their own person two of our naval officers 
have given proof of the terrible effectiveness of the agents 
with which they dea], and the necessity of taking every pos- 
sible precaution in managing them. The sworn testimony 
as to the particulars of the accident, taken before the coro- 
ner’s jury, is to the fullowiug effect : 

Capt. Thomas O. Selfridge :—I am commanding the torpedo 

station ; I can only say the class were engaged to-day in car- 
rying out torpedo mines ; that in the act of carrying out one 
of these torpedoes the premature explosion that took place 
in the small boat in which were Lieut.-Commander Edes and 
Lieut. Spalding, resulted in their immediate death ; the im- 
mediate cause of the explosion was the connevting of the 
torpedo cable to the firing connection on shore ; when, how, 
or why this was done I can give no reason or surmise ; tothe 
best uf my kuowledge there was no one near the shore con- 
nection ; the electric battery from which torpedoes are flred 
is in the electrical buildivg ; I was not present and did not 
see the explosion and ouly heard the report. It was not a 
part of my duty as commanding oflicer to be present at the 
various exercises of the class. Mr. Edes was a very expe- 
rienced ofticer and had had a great deal to do with to: pedves 
previous to this summer. There was no officer in the pre- 
sent class more competent to understand che dangers attend- 
ing the planting of torpedoes and to guard agaiust them by 
taking the necessary precaution. ‘l'his torpedo consisted of a 
wouden case made water tight, loaded with about twenty- 
five pounds of powder and tired by an electric fuse. There 
was no reason why Mr. Edes should have made the connec- 
tion; on the contrary there was every reason why he should 
not. 
Herman F. Fickbohm, Lieutenant United States Navy, 
sworn :—About ten or fifteen minutes before the explosion 
Lieut. Davenport and myself were walking on the sea wall 
when we were hailed by Mr. Edes, who was then in a boat with 
Mr. Spalding, and he asked us to clear his cable, the 
coil being down off the sea wall near the water's edge ; I en- 
deavored to clear it, but told bim I could not do so unless I 
had the end; he said, **‘ Never mind, I have slack enough to 
take it out as far as I wi~h;” I noticed at the time that the 
end of the cable led up to the firing post on shore; I then 
walked to the machiue shop and a few minutes after heard 
the explosion ; in my opmion the connection at the firing 
post was perfect. 

Albert G. Caldwell, Lieut.-Ccmmander United States 
Navy, was sworn and then explained the working of the ap- 
paratus in the electrical building. I have heard Mr, Brad- 
ford say that Mr. Edes disconnected his cable in the electrical 
building about one o'clock. I certaiuly reconnected it as well 
as other torpedo circuits, and was careful to keep the break 
in the fing circuit vovered by the ivory screen. My view of 
the immediate cause of the accident is that, either by leak of 
salt water into the circuit closer or by the upsetting of the 
buoy, that the telegraph current was increased sufficiently to 
tire by accumulation of heat in the fuse bridge. 

Royal B. Bradford, Lieutenant-Commander, United Staies 
Navy, was sworn, and explained by the original diagram the 
instructions given the deceased regarding the firiug of the 
torpedo and precautions agaiost accident, and stated that he 
saw Mr, Edes break the conuection of the first torpedo which 
had refused to explode before picking it up; if he had fol- 
lowed my instructions in planting the secon1 torpedo the 
accident would not have occurred. The instiuctions given 
them in the morning covered experiments with any number 
of torpedoes during the day, although a caution was added 
befure planting the second one. 

Heury N. Manney, Lientenant, United States Navy, sworn : 
Mr. Edes and Mr. Spaiding were in a boat for the purpose of 
planting a torpedo; this was about two o'clock; they had 
taken the torped> up and were replantiug it; they had been 
at work at it but a few seconds, probably a miuute, and Ll 
heard the explosion and saw oue of them in the air; I told 
the man in my boat to pull over; [ saw them put the torpedo 
in the boat, and they must have connected it with the wires 
on the shore or it would not have exploded ; Mr. Flack and 
myself hauled the body into the boat aud found it was Mr. 
Spalding. I saw another boat pick up Mr. Edes aud take 
him on shore, I noticed that one of Mr. Edes’ legs was gone, 
his face badly burned and his hair burned. I was about tbiity 
yards from tnem, engayed in the same occupation of planting 
torpedoes ; wheu they pulled up the boat [ called to Edes 
aud asked him if he was disconnected ; he said, ‘‘I have 
been ashore and disconnected the wues;” that was the last I 
heard him say, be was then guiog up to the torpedo buoy; 
the explosion took place about a minute afterward; the tor- 
pedo that Mr. Edes took out first he found to be leaking. He 
picked it up, cut the wires aud carried it on shore. He took 
anotLerin place of that and connected it on to the wire where 
he had taken the leaky one out. He had just about finished 
that connection when the explosion took place. I think the 
torpedo was in the boat when the connection between the 
torpedo and the firing post was made. I went ashore ufter- 
ward and disconnecied it. There was only one wire to his 
fining post. One glance at that weuld have satisfied him 
whether or not it was connected, it being the nearest post to 
him, and he had told me it was disconnected. 

William H, Slack, Master, United States Navy, sworn :—I 
was in the beat with Mr. Manney and speaking to him about 
going ashore to disconnect our wires from the tiring post be- 
fore we proceeded to plant our torpedo; Mr. Edes overheard 
me and said that there was no need, as he had discounected 
ours and his; at the time I supposed he meant the connec- 
tion at the firing post, but he must have meant the connec- 
tion at the electric building. I supposed that, because a 
minute or so after he spoke 1 could see that a wire led to the 
firing post. A few miuutes afterward I heard the explosion 
and saw them upin the air. I saw Mr. Spalding highest. 
Mr. Edes was just thrown over. What went into the air was 
mostly debris and the remains of these gentlemen. This, in 
my opinion, shows that the torpedo was on the surface of 
the water, which was very shallow. I have no knowledge 
whether the wire at the electric building was disconnected. 

William H. Beehler, Lieutenant U. 8. N., sworn :—In the 
buoy here produced I recognize the one used by Mr. Edes, 

ause the one he used had no flag, and this one had none; 
no flag was on it when taken out, while the others in the 
water still have flags; this circuit closed had some water in 
it, which might have closed the circuit and fired the torpedo 
by telegraph current. 
THE VERDICT. 

The jury, after a lengthy consultation, rendered the fol- 
lowing verdict : That on the 29th day of August, A. D. 1881, 
at the torpedo station, said Benjamin L. Edes and L. D. 
Spalding came to their deaths from an accidental explosion 
of a torpedo; and the jurors further findif the instructions 
of the instructor had‘ been fultilled, the accident could not 
chave occurred, and no blame can be attached to any officer 
or wan at the t rpedo station. 


The explosion by which the two unfortunate officers lost 
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their lives took place, according to the Herald account, but a 
few minutes before their time for leaving the station for the 
day. Direct'y after the explosion the remains were sought 
for, Everything has been recovered but one foot of Lieut. 
Spalding, who was blown by far the greatest distance into 
the air. As might be supposed, the bodies are dreadfully 
mutilated and disfigured. The powder burned nearly all the 
hair off, and made such havoc with the faces as to almost 
preclude the possibility of recognizing them. 

Admiral Porter was at the station, and directly after the 
accident sent Capts. Luce and Johnson to inform Mrs. Edes 
as gently as possible of the awful calamity that had over- 
taken her. They found that she had gone to Narragansett 
Pier for the day, but ere this some friend had told her of her 
widowed condition. She has two children to share her loss. 
The flags at the Torpedo Station and Fort Adams were or- 
dered at half mast as soon as Capt. Selfridge could gather 
his thoughts together after the first accounts had been 
brought to him. As soon as possible coffins were brought 
from town and the remains placed in them. They were cov- 
ered with United States flags, and a sentry placed to watch 
them. The commanding officer thought it best to have an 
inquest. 

The funeral of the deceased ofticers took place from the 
Torpedo Station Tuesday afternoon. Besides Admiral Por- 
ter, there were present Capt. Thos. O. Selfridge, Capt. 8. B. 
Luce, Capt. P. C. Johnson, and several officers of the New 
Hampshire, Capt. Richard W. Meade and officers of the Van- 
dalia, Capt. White and officers of the Kearsarge, and Lieut. 
Commander Davis and officers of the Minnesota ; Paymaster 
Hobbs, Lieut.-Commanders Bradford and Caldwell, Surgeon 
Simon, Lieuts. Beehler and Meigs, and Master Case, all at- 
tached to the Torpedo Station, and all the officers of the 
torpedo class; Capt. Ralph Chandler and Commander A. D. 
Brown. The remains were inclosed in handsome caskets, 
which were placed on the lawn fronting the commanding 
officer's quarters, and within twenty yards of the spot where 
just twenty-four hours previously the two brave fellows had 
been blown into eternity. Each coffin was covered with the 
Stars and Stripes and had a single wreath of roses. Promptly 
at 2.30 o'clock Chaplain Hayward, of the Minnesota, ap- 
proached the coffins, and with the words *‘ I am the resurrec- 
tion and the life,” began the burial service. At the conclu- 
sion of the funeral service on- the island preparations were 
made for transferring the remains and troops to the shore. 
The pall-bearers for the late Lieut.-Commander Edes were 
Commander Wallace, Lieut.-Commanders Wilde, Elmer, and 
Bradford, and Lieuts. Davenport and Coffin. The pall-bear. 
ers for Lieut. Spalding were Commander Day, Paymaster 
Hobbs, and Lieuts. Dunlap, Gheen, Livingston, and Man- 
ney. The caskeis were placed in the station launch, which 
also took the bearers. Admiral Porter and Capt. Selfridge 
followed in a launch, which had the admiral’s flag of four 
stars to the fore, and the other officers above named fol- 
lowed in launches. On landing, the funeral cortege formed, 
preceded by the band of the Ist Artillery from Fort Adams, 
The remains were place( in a receiving tomb, and afterwards 
a party of marines, under Lieut. Johnson, fired a salute. 
Mrs. Edes has not ceased to talk of the terrible calamity, and 
has been deranged at frequent intervals. The remains of 
Lieut. Spalding were conveyed to Portsmouth, N. H., where 
they arrived on Thursday, and were placed in a receiving 
vault after the funeral service. 

LIEUT.-COMDR. EDES AND LIEUT. SPALDING. 


Lieut.-Commander Benjamin Long Edes, 1Ze Benjamin 
Edes Long, was a native of Maryland, and was appointed an 
acting midshipman at the Naval Academy on the 23d of 
September, 1861. He was graduated in 1865, and assigned 
to the Ticonderoga on the European station, with which he 
remained until 1867, when he was transferred to the Sham- 
rock, having in the meantime, Dec. 1, 1866, been promoted 
ensign. He remained with the Shamrock until 1868, being 
promoted master March 12 of that year. During 1869 and 
1870 he was in the Lancaster, South Atlantic Fleet, commis- 
sioned as lieutenant March 26, 1869; on the Wasp, 8. A. 
Fleet, from 1870 to 1872; on the Yantic, Asiatic Station, from 
1873 to 1875; on duty at the Hydrographic Office in 1875 and 
1876; on the Wyoming from 1876 to 1880; then placed on 
ordnance duty at the Washington Navy-yard, from which he 
was detached to torpedo instruction at Newport. He was 
promoted lieutenant-commander June 1, 1831. Mr. Edes 
entered the service as Benj. E. Long, changing his name in 
1867 to comply with the conditions of a will made in his 
favor. His mother is a resident of Washington, and he has 
a sister, Mrs. Dr. Stearns, residing in Boston. He leaves a 
wife and two children. As the Providence Star justly says : 
‘¢ He was an officer very highly regarded by his superiors in 
rank, entirely respected and esteemed by all his sub- 
ordinates, and warmly loved by his associates.” 

Lieut. Lyman G. Spalding was a native of New Hamp- 
shire, and entered the Naval Academy on the 25th of Septem- 
ber, 1862, but resigned on completing his course, June 16, 
1866. He re-entered the Navy on the 28th of June, 1871, as 
a master, and was assigned to the Yantic, on the Asiatic 
Station, with which he continued until 1876, being in the 
meantime, on the 10th of July, 1875, promoted to lieutenant. 
In 1876 he was on sick leave, and in 1877 served on the AUi- 
ance, and from 1878 to 1880 on the Enterprise. During the 
early part of the present year he was on leave of absence, 
and on the ist of June, 1881, was ordered to torpedo 
instruction. The Providence Star says. ‘‘ Lieut. Spalding 
had a strange presentiment of death. Before leaving his 
boarding place, yesterday niorning, he gave his card to 
the landlady with his address upon it, aud said that 
he wanted her and his friends to know where to’send his

THE ELECTRIC LIGHT AT NEWPORT. 


Captain Tomas O. Seirringz, U. 8. N., commanding the 
Torpedo Station, Newport, made trial, on Thursday eveuing 
of tast week, of the Brush electric light as a torpedo detec- 
tor. The light was placed in front of a reflector and made 
to revolve through an ar: of 180 degrees, by devices de- 
signed at the Torpedo Station. A small electric engine was 
used for the purpose, the current of which is furnished by 
the same machine that makes the light. One lamp way 
placed on each side of the ship, so that as each revolves 180 
degrees the whole horizon was covered. Tho whole lamp 
and reflector was on a pivot mounted on a small pipe, which 
is in a longer one, and turned round by a friction roller. 
Should it be necessary to examine any one object with mi- 
nuteaess the engine can be disconnected and the lamp 
worked by hand. The Nina, with the light on board, was 
taken into the outer harbor, and the Kearsarge, which is ly- 
ing at anchor, was most brilliantly lighted up, every nook 
and corner shiaing as brightly as during a sunny day. Hav- 
ing a lamp on each side of the ship, the starboard bow and

eigs, of the Torpedo Station. had been sent in advance in 
a little steam launch, his object being to remain undiscovered 
by the Nina as long a3 possible, and to come as near to the 
latter as it was possible without being heard. Soon after 
the Nina got outside, Lieutenant Commander A. G. Cald- 
well, who was assisting Captain Selfridge, turned the light 
toward Jamestown, aud just under the bow of the Minnesota 
discovered the little craft he was looking for. The color of 
the launch is white, but no difficulty would have been expe- 
rienced in find:mg the craft even though she be painted 
black, yellow, or red, the three most difficult colors to detect 
at sea, for however carefully the launch might come towards 
the steamer her even slight progress would cause a spray of 
the water, ard detection would follow imwediately. The 
light has a most blinding effect, which is another great ad- 
vantage, for a person on the object upon which the light is 
— cannot see the vessel from which the beam is 
thrown, 

It was very clearly demonstrated Thursday night that 
neither the wind nor the rolling of the vessel affected the 
motor in the least. Any ordivary object could be s°en a dis- 
tance of a mile und a half, but the spray caused by an ap- 
yroachiug vessel can be seen at a greater distance. Thelight 
is 80 arranged that if it becomes necessary to bave increased 
light from one lamp, the other can be extinguished by means 
of a switch, the result being that double the power wou!d be 
reflected out of the remaiving one. In foggy weather the 
one light would be used. A peculiar feature of the Nina 
Thursday night was that every one of her running lights 
were electric, that from the mast head being exceptionally 
brilliant. The power of one lamp is equal to 8,000 candles. 
The effect of such a light upon the waterg, says the Provi- 
dence Bulletin, *‘can be better imagined than described. 
Small pebb'es could be detected when the light was thrown 
on Fort Adams. When the Nina reached opposite Castle 
Hill the light was thrown on, the people enjoying it hugely. 
The brilliant light reflecting upon some particles of moisture 
had a peculiarly striking effect. Once a gull fluttered across 
the lamp, and for the moment it looked as though the bird 
Was 2 introduction of something from fairy land. There 
was a beautiful tight when the beam was thrown upon Cas- 
tle Hill, as also when the New York boats were going out. 
It afforded much amusement tothe passengers. The experi- 
ments were a complete success, and {Captain Selfridge is to 
be congratulated.”

COMFORT FOR OUR SAILORS. 


Te the Kaitor of the Army and Navy Journai: 

Siz: It is within the memory of those who still call 
themselves young that men who went to sea drank 
water which for six months or more had been steeping 
the black juices from out of the oaken casks, when that 
temperance drink, pure water, was unknown on the 

seas. It is within our memory that men have fled 
from the noisome stench of the morning and evening 
pumping of the foul bilge. It is fresh in our recollection 
that ships’ companies have been decimated by that 
filth and foul air disease, ‘‘ ship fever.” 

All these things are changed. We drink water as 
many times better than ‘*Croton” as Southdown is 
better than sult horse. We keep bilges so clean that 
the tenement house unfortunates would be ill at ease in 
their cleanly comfort. We even make an attempt, a 
Ay ame attempt, to change and purify the air 
of lower decks. Fortunately, the sailor has of neces- 
sity to breathe so much of the unfixed ether that he 
can bear with comparative impunity the foulness of 
that breathed during his brief hours of rest. His duties 
compel him for a larger part of the time to fill his lungs 
with air just as God made it, purified by the never- 
ceasing reactions of nature, and by diffusion from a 
practically unlimited reservoir.

SUCCESS OF THE CREEDMOOR MEETING. 


Iris gratifying to learn that the prospects for the success 
of the annual prize meeting of the National Rifle Association 
at Creedmoor have never been better, in any previous years, 
than at the present time. 

Thanks to the exertions of the Directors, and the liberality 
of such men as Senator Astor, R. Hoe and Company, Apple- 
ton and Company, and others of our public spirited citizens, 
who recognize the value of these rifle matches in maintain- 
ing the efficiency of the National Guard, the prizes which 
for the first time for six years have been refused by the Gov- 
nor, have been obtained. 

The difficulties in regard to transportation for teams from 
the interior of the State, have been largely removed by the 
liberality of the railroads. The officers of the Erie have 
offered to issue excursion tickets from all points on their line 
to National Guardsmen desiring to attend the matches at 
Creedmoor at a single rate of fare, and the N. Y. C. and H. 
River, also make a reduction, viz., to $7.50 to and from 
Syracuse, #9 to and from Watertown, #4 to and from Al- 
bany or Tioy, $1.75 to and from Poughkeevsie, etc., and 
similar rates to other points. Organizations should notify 
the association and the railroads of their intention to avail 
themselves of them and must travel in uniform. 

It is now stated that the 23d regiment will enter a team 
for the State and Division matches in the fall meeting of the 

N. R. A., a meeting of the shooting members of the regi- 
ment having been held at the armory on Monday last for the 
purpose of organizing a team.

THE RHODE ISLAND CAMP. 


Tue brigade of Rhode Island militia, under command of 
Brig.-Gen. E. H, Rhodes, held its third annual encampment 
at O.kland Beach, Narragansett bay, from Aug. 23 to 27 in- 
clusive, the camp being named ‘‘Camp Garfield.” The 
esmp of 1831 was situated on the large plateau of about 
forty acres, on the right of the Beach picnic grounds, and 
en isted of 302 tents, laid out in substantially the same 
order as last year. A detail from each company was sent 
in advance to pitch the tents, arrange kitchens, and dig the 
sink trenches, It was a most excellent lesson, and we trust 
that next year it will be still further increased, by requiring 
each company to pitch its own canvas. The tents of com- 
punies and company officers were laid out in compliance 
with U. 8. regulations, while a very effective arrangement, 
though not in strict conformity with tactics, was followed in 
the gronping of the several battalion headquarters, the tents 
being set at an angle of 50 degrees, forming an inverted A 
with the commandant’s quarters at the point. The mess 
tents and kitchens were in the rear, while the sinks were 
some twenty yards still further back. Brigade headquarters 
was laid out on three sides of a square, the quartors of the 
brigade commander facing the very centre of the line of 
company tents. The guard tents were on the extreme right 
and left of the camp, while the stables for the horses of the 
troops and batteries were on the extreme left and rear. A 
guard house, or rather a bleck hole, consisting of a wooden 
hut, was placed at the left of the camp, adjoining the tents 
of the Prevost Guard. ‘Too much praise cannot be given to 
the Brigade Engineer, Capt. J. Howe, and the Brigade 
Quartermaster, Capt. J. J. Jenks, for the most thorovgh 
manner in which their duties were performed. 

Early on Tuesday, the 23d, the several commands began to 
ariive, and early in the afternoon everything from right tv 
left was in thorough ship shape. A guard was at once 
mounted, and the full routine of the duty commenced. At 
5 a M. ou the 24th the camp awoke to life, the fir-t requirement 
of the day after roll call being policeduty. We have seldom 
82cn a better policed camp; even the cook houses were kept in 
vst thorough order, and so excellent was the sanitary con- 
dition of the grounds that during the five days in camp 
there were but five men in hospital. The morning com- 
pany drills were as a rule very ragged, but the men seemed 
ready and willing to learn, and the officers were encouraged 
in their efforts. The guard mounts too were performed in a 
rather locse manner, officers and men being apparently 
afraid, yet they showed a decided improvement in the cere- 
movies.

The drill was far from perfec- 
tion, yet, taking into account the many drawbacks which are 
experienced by company and regimental commanders, the 
general execution of the movements was of a most satisfac- 
tory nature, and most gratifying to Gen. Rhodes. The 
guard mounts of this morning were marked by a steady at- 
tention to all the detai's and an improvement iu the general 
performance of the ceremonies. During the battalion drills 
of the afternoon the 1st burned powder, the several fires not 
showing m:1ch to their credit for steadiness and precision. 

The 5th Battalion, Lieut.-Col. Moran, was inspected in the 
forenoon by Major Bradford and Major Taylor, the four 
companies parading with full ranks and in most excellent 
shape. Col. Moran is a good officer, and has infused much 
of his fire and energy into both officers and men of his com- 
mand, the result being that promptness and accuracy are the 
characteristic features of the battalion. The company offi- 
cers seem to be hard workers, and their example has been 
followed by the men, The hittle battalion now prides itself 
on beiog second to none in the State. The ceremonies of in- 
spection and muster were executed with very fair precision, 
and though not without flaw were warmly commended by 
Major Taylor. The result of the muster was a present of 17 
officers, 144 men; total, 161; absent, 2 officers, 36 men; total, 
38; aggregate, 199, 

The 4th Battalion, Major Smith, Providence (colored), 
were the next, They were in splendid condition, and though 
their uniforms and equipments. were new and did not need 
burniching, not a belt was wrong nor a button undone. The 
two companies were in first class shape, both in drill and dis- 
cipline, and though their execution of the ceremonies was 
open to criticism, the enthusiasm shown by both officers and 
men in the performance of their respective duties made full 
amends for any shortcomings in the perfect reading and 
execution of the reqairements of the tactics. Their “get 
up” was faultless, while their promptness to obey every 
command was most pronounced, The result of the muster 
was a present of 8 officers, 84 men; total, 92; absent, 3 offi- 
cers, 14 men; total, 17; azgregatz, 109.

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FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE. 


Sm W. Armsrrone anp Co. have just built a gun 
made almost wholly of steel, consisting of an inner steel 
tube, on which are wound coils of steel Tiband, with 
the tension on each concentric layer adjusted to agree 
with the results obtained by calculation. To give 
longitudinal strength a certain number of layers are 
formed by short lengths of steel riband placed longitu- 
dinally like the staves of a barrel, and secured by 
doubling or hooking in the ends. The whole’is cased 
with thin steel; one or two wrought iron coils only are 
used on the entire gun. A 6-inch gun has been made 
on this system and fired, and it has given results, Hngi- 
neer reports, considerably better than could be ex- 
pected from a gun built up in the ordinary way; a 10-inch 
gun is nearly complete. The United Service Gazette re- 
gards this as a practical acknowledgment of the old 
Armstrong system, against which it has directed so 
much vigorous argument, and calls on the Director of 
Ordnance to abandon the Woolwich system as practically 
identical with the Armstrong’s. 

From an engineering point of view, the question of 
the Channel tunnel seems to be one of adding only a 
very small percentage to the underground borings of the 
British Island, where there are 58,744 miles of under- 
ground tunnelling, peopled by~ 378,157 underground 
mines. The Channel is nowhere deeper than 180 feet, 
and the lowest part of the tunnel vould not be below 
200 feet from the surface, or 664 yards. The greatest 
depth of the underground tunnels connected with Eng- 
land’s coal and other mines is about 2,800 feet, and 
probably the smallest depth 300 feet. 

NoN-COMMISSIONED Officers in the French army have 
heretofore been virtually prohibited from entering into 
wedlock, but Gen. Farre, on the ground that recent 
legislation opens a real career to such officers, has issued 
a circular abolishing the prohibition. Permission to 
marry is given to officers who have more than five years’ 
engagements, and whose prospective wives have at 
least 5,000f., or an income of 250f. a year. Such wives, 
however, in the interest of discipline, are forbidden to 
open cafes or billiard-rooms. 

Anoruer breech loading gunis about to be added to 
those already adproved of in England, and designs for 
a 40-pounder are now being prepared. This new type 
of gun will be appropriated tothe sea service. 

Tae Spanish army, which in the present year consists 
of 90,000 men, possesses a total of 19,542 officers; 460 
of these are generals, giving 1 to every 180 men. The 
engineers have 285 officers and the artillery 657, against 
12,227 in the line and 2,337 cavalry officers. The re- 
maining number is composed of officers on the general 
staff, carabinerc and gendarmerie officers, surgeons, etc. 
—Annuario Militar. 


Tue trial of the first of two sea-going torpedo boats 
built for the Austrian government by Messrs. Yarrow and 
Co., of Poplar, took place on August 6th. The London 
Times reports: According to the. terms of their con- 
tract, the builders were to obtain a speed of 204 knots 
per hour, but the result of the trial was a speed of 22.1 


knots. The engines are of -550-horse power indicated, 
and this was obtained on the trial run with a steam 
pressure of 112 lbs. per square inch, and 440 revolu- 
tions per minute. It is to be observed that the trial 
was not made with the vessel light, but with 20 persons 
on board and 24 tons of coal, which is sufficient to 
carry her a 300-miles run. 

A REORGANISATION is about to take place at the Car- 
tridge Factory at St. Petersburg, the largest in Russia, 
employing 1,000 hands, and involving an outlay of 
$4,500,000 per annum. The factory turns out, on an 
average, 450,000 cartridges a day, or 135,000,000 a year. 

One of the principal dailies of St. Petersburg, the 
Golos, has been suspended in consequence of some very 
searching comments on the Russian navy, in which it 
cited numerous illustrations of the carelessness, cruelty, 
and disobedience of orders prevailing among the officers. 
Several officers and a number of seamen are declared to 
_ have deserted in an American port, the former to work 

as day Jaborers rather than serve on a Russian man of- 
war. In spite of a regulation dating from the time of 
Peter the Great, Admiral Kremer has on board a frigate 
at the Pirseus his wife, five children, two governesses, a 
nurse, and a lady’s maid. 

No foreign officer will be allowed to be present at the 
great cavalry manceuvres near Konitz, as some experi- 
ments will be made which the German government do 
not wish to be known abroad. 

Tre volunteer review at Edinburgh last week was 
notable for the fact that the flag hoisted at the saluting 
point was the royal standaid of Scotland and not that of 
England, which by an oversight was used at the review 
of July 7, 1860, t> the no small scandal of the people 
of North Britain. 

Tne sexmen of the Russian navy are hereafter to be 
placed upon one footing and not divided into distinct 
corpse, as heretofore, when the best seamen were 
drafted for occasions of display into the Gvardaiski 
Equipage, a sort of Imperial Guard. In the case of 
officers, the ‘‘town uniform;” * holiday uniform,” and 
‘*Sunday uniform” have been abolished, and only three 
now remain—full dress, ordinary uniform, and unifurm 
to be worn ashore. For the first time, officers have re- 
ceived permission to wear plain clothes ashore when 
not on actual duty. 

Tne detached forts which surround the city of Rome 
are about to be increased from six to eighteen. The 
manceuvres of the two Italian corps darmée will last 
from the 22d August to the 11th September. The first 
corps will have its headquarters at Venetia, and the 
second near Ancona. The council appointed to discuss 
the desirability of demolishing the fortifications of Ve- 
rona, which are considered more dangerous than useful, 
continues its deliberations. 

Tur works for the completion of the railway between 
Tiflis and Baku, which is but a section of the general 
scheme of railway extension to Persia and thence to 
India, have been interrupted by riots of the most san- 
guinary description between the local Sunnite Tartars 
and the Shiite Persian laborers brought from Reshdt to 
serve a3 pavvies. 








Tue Austrian Emperor has accepted the resignation 
of Baron Philippovich as chief commander of the pro- 
vince long known as the Military Frontier. Since the 
acquisition of Bosnia, the reasons for the exceptional 
military government of this province have disappeared. 
The entire district has now been incorporated in Croatia 
and Hungary, and has received the same civil laws and 
liberties as the rest of the Hungarian provinces. 

SoMETHING like a treaty offensive and defensive has, 
it is reported, been concluded between Prince Bismarck 
and King Kalakaua, and his Majesty has given an 
earnest of his bona fides by making a material cession of 
territory to his German friends. 

Tse Russian man-of-war Tcharodarka went ashore 
off Cronstadt, Aug. 5, and the same week the English 
frigate Duke of Hdinburgh fouled her screw in enter- 
ing the Pireeus, and went aground. After some hours 
she got off again, with very little damage. The Rus- 
sian vessel was floated off without injury after a shift of 
the wind had raised the water in the gulf, and the Ad- 
miral Lazareff and a number of tug boats had labored 
on her in vain. 

OpxtTHaLMIA is very prevalent inthe Russian army in 
consequence of bad food, bad barrack accommodations, 
and the want of proper medical skill, and a naturaily 
feeble physique tainted with scurvy. At Kieff are 
1,200 patients in a new hospital, belonging to that 
garrison alone. 

Two hundred and one thousand nine hundred charts 
were distributed last year to the Royal Navy and the 
general public, by the British admiralty, against 192,000 
the previous year. ; 

Avsrria has ordered for trial a large number of a 
new repeating gun, an improvement on the Kropatschek 
magazine gun, invented by Leopold Gasser. It is said 
that dust, sand, etc., cannot injure the action (which is 
very simple, both in construction and handling), whilst 
the rapidity of the fire is all that can he desired. 

Two steamers, built at Kiel; have been seized by the 
German Admiralty as suspicious. They were ordered 
by an English firm, ostensibly for Greece or Peru, and 
one theory is that they are intended for the Fenians 
or Nihilists. 

Tue pr portion of Irish soldiers in the British service 
is 22 to 23 in 100. 

Tue dimensions of the new ironclads of which the 
Italian Admiralty have recently ordered the keels to be 
laid down within the month, one in the dockyard at 
Spezia and the other at Venice, are as follows: Length, 
100 metres; immersion, 7 metres 65 centimetres; dis- 
placement, 10,000 tons; engines, 10,000 horse-power, 
giving a presumed velocity of 16 miles per héur. The
